Answer.—The word “substitution’* is 
an English word and no English words 
are used in the Scriptures, which were 
written in Greek and Hebrew. 
If. 
however, the translators of our Eng 
Hah version had chosen so to do, they 
could, 
with perfect propriety, have 
used the word “substitution,” because 
the Greek unquestionably contains the 
thought of substitution and substitute. 
in many places. 
The fact that the 
word does not occur is merely because 
the translators did not happen to use 
it; and inasmuch as a 1! sincere Bible 
students are seeking to impress the 
thought of the original Scriptures upon 
their minds, therefore it is proper that 
this word “substitute” should be im­ 
pressed, because whatever is in oppo­ 
sition to the thought contained in the 
word substitute is equally in opposition 
to the thought contained in the word 
ransom. 
The Scriptures abound with 
declarations that we were bought with 
the precious blood of Christ; that He 
released us by giving H is own soul 
unto death to ransom ours. 
W hat is 
this but substitution? In the most ab­ 
solute sense of the v;ord our Lord, the 
man Christ Jesus, gave Himself into 
death, as a ransom, a substitute, in 
death for father Adam (and the race 
th at had lost life in him)—a ransom 
for all, a substitute, a corresponding 
price.

Q.—W h a t need have we of the Bible 
if it is tru e t h a t we “shall be all tau g h t 
of God” (John 6, 45)? 
(V. Mo) 
Answer.—God uses various instru­ 
mentalities for communicating His in 
otructions. 
Thus the Lord Jesus Him­ 
self is called the Father’s “W ord”—the 
Message, the Logos (John 1:1; Revela­ 
tion 19:13). 
St. Paul speaks of Him, 
maying, “God, who at sundry times 
and in divers manners spake iii times 
past unto the fathers by th** prophets, 
hath in these last days spoken unto us 
by His Son” (Hebrews 1:1, 2). 
This 
message has been repeated by the 
Apostles. We read that when our Lord 
“ascended up on high Ile * * * gave 
gifts unto man,” and these gifts are 
still with us. 
lie explains these gifts 
to l>e Apostles, prophets, evangelists, 
pastors and teachers, "for the perfect­ 
ing of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the Body 
of Christ, until we come unto the meas­ 
ure of the stature of the fullness of 
Christ” (Ephesians 4:8, 11-13).

Q.—W e have been having a discus­ 
sion as to w h eth er tho flood of N oah’s 
day 
w as 
general. 
W h a t 
is 
your 
th o u g h t? 
Answer.—Our understanding of the 
flood of Noah’s day is that it was 
worldwide and not confined to the par­ 
ticular part of the earth on which he 
resided. 
The external evidences seem 
to prove that the portion of the earth 
on which Noah lived was less affected 
by the flood than were other sections. 
The evidence seems to support the 
thought that in some manner the Lord 
specially sheltered th at little quarter 
of the earth in the vicinity of Ararat, 
known as Mesopotamia—the cradle of 
the race. 
The most logical theory of the flood 
is, that the w aters which came down 
in Noah's day had previously been a 
ring around the earth, similar to the 
rings of Saturn, one of the [linnets 
This ring gradually approached the 
earth, and before the flood constituted 
a canopy—the atmosphere separating 
the waters above from the waters on 
the face of the earth. 
The greater 
velocity of the earth at the equator 
tended to gather this mass of w aler at 
the i>oles. 
At the divinely appointed 
time the flood was caused by the 
breaking loose of this watery canopy. 
The precipitation at the poles launched 
millions of tons of w ater upon the 
earth at l>oth poles, and these waters 
rushed toward the equator, flooding 
the entire earth. 
The marks of great 
icebergs traveling overland are clear­ 
ly and distinctly traced by geologists 
today, and evidences of the flood are 
to be found in the highest mountains, 
where are shells and pebbles belong­ 
ing to the sea.

THE PRESIDENT SAYS THAT HIS 
POLICY TOWARD MEXICO 
IS UNCHANGED. 


OPPOSES THE PRESENT REGIME 


After Conference With Lind the Ex­ 
ecutive Made Statement to 
Set Aside Rumors of 
Intervention. 


Gulfport, Miss., Jan. 3.—The Wil­ 


son Mexican policy stands unchanged 
today. 
Huerta must go. 
Until 
he 
does there can he no liO[)e for any 
modification of this government's at­ 
titude toward Mexico. 
President Wilson made that very 
plain today. 
He ended for all time 
sensational stories that he had decid­ 
ed to change His methods and to sub­ 
stitute force for the present method 
of diplomatic and financial l>oycott. 
And lie also said that John Lind, his 
personal 
representative, 
will 
start 
back for Mexico this afternoon. 
The president insisted there had 
been much ado 
about 
nothing 
in 
Lind’s visit. 
But lie volunteered no 
information as to why it had been 
thought necessary to shroud the en­ 
tire affair with secrecy. The only ex­ 
planation was his statem ent that it 
was very much easier to cover in a 
personal conversation. 
As expressed 
by him, his 3-hour conference with 
Lind on board the Chester cleared up 
many m atters which would have re­ 
quired the exchange of thousands of 
telegrams or other written messages. 
President Wilson carried with him 
in his motor car the two sons of 
John Lind and, in turning them over 
to Captain Landrey of 
rite 
cutter 
Winona lo take them out 
to 
the 
Chester, he expressed his desire that 
they finish their visit to tHo special 
envoy as soon as possible. 
This preliminary disposed of. Hie 
executive turned to 
the 
assembled 
newspaper men, 
and. 
backing 
tip 
igainst. the side* of his big car, begall 
bis little talk with a characteristic 
"Wilson smile. 
The president plainly 
was very much pleased with his long 
conference with Lind. 
For two or 
bree days he has seemed very much 
concerned, but today he was in high 
spirits and chatted a few seconds on 
unimportant personal 
matters 
with 
those of I he correspondents he knew 
well. 
Mr. Wilson declined to permit quo­ 
tation of his remarks, but there was 
no doubt from Ins words that he con­ 
tinues steadfast in his belief that the* 
elimination of Huerta will bo the 
irst step toward permanent restora­ 
tion of order in Mexico. And he was 


js much convinced today 
that the 
lictator’s rule is tottering as ho was 
when he first declared in W ashing­ 
ton two weeks ago that the situation 
was gradually showing improvement. 
.Lind, it is understood, explained to 
his chief that the financial situation 
throughout all Mexico is dangerously 
near an extreme crisis. 
Tho 
president 
would 
not 
say 
whether 
he was more hopeful now 
of a speedy settlement of conditions. 
Rather lie suggested 
the 
situation 
shows little change. 
A suggestion that Lind might not 
relish his 
involuntary 
banishment 
brought another smile from the pres­ 
ident, who suggested that while Lind 
war probably not enjoying it, he was 
so deeply interested in the entire af­ 
fair that lie was perfectly willing to 
stay down in Mexico until the end 
came. 
Lind has no intentions of re­ 
linquishing his mission or of coming 
back to this country, it was made 
plain.

A Good Time to Look After the

Iii three or four instances in the 
county I have found a trouble with 


the apple tree that in a very short 


time results in disaster. The places 
where I have noticed, with one ex­ 
ception, have been where the dam­ 
age was very serious a t that time. 
T h is‘disease is known as tree can­ 
ker. According to some reports that 
I have seen in the press this dis­ 
ease is spreading through the state 
von' rapidly. One orchard I visited 
a few weeks ago contains some trees 
that can not live through the sum­ 
mer. Another one that I visited on 
a former occasion was so badly dam­ 
aged that there 
was 
no 
p o s s i b l e 
hope of saving Hie young orchard 
that was blit eight years old. 
This discase has been brought in 
partially with nursery stock and we 
have been taken unawares. 
Those 


statued in search of another tree. It 
will lie found that while the tree Is 
c\ing hundreds of little white worms 
will he found tunneling through the 
underlayer of the bark and outer lay­ 
er of the wood. There are no sprays 
of any kind that seem to be very ef­ 
fective for this pc. st.

The 
knife should be held at right anglos 
to the portion of the tree being cut 
iii order to prevent the bark from 
cracking and curling. It also aids in 
the healing process.
